IN A FURIOUS SEA. 


Steamer Cymric Takes Thir- 
ty-seven Men Off Burning 
St. Cuthbert After He- 


roic Struggle. 
SAD STORY BY WIRELESS. 


Fifteen Lives Were Lost Before 
the Plight of the Doomed 
Vessel Was Dis- 
covered.

At Sea, on Board Steamer Cymric (by wire- 
less via Halifax), Feb. The Cymric today 
rescued thirty-seven members of the crew 
of the steamer St. Cuthbert, which was burn- 


‘ng m midsea. The other members of the 


crew, fifteen in all, had been drowned on 
the previous day when they attempted to 
leave the blazing vessel in * small boat, 
which capsized. 

The rescue today was made in a heavy sea 
during a snow storm after the Cymric and 
the liner Cambrian had circled around the 


doomed vessel for hours, waiting for an op- 


portunity to send help aboard. 


Flaming Vessel Is Sighted. 
The Cymric sighted the St. Cuthbert at 7:30 


in the morning. Capt. Finch, seeing its die- 
tres signals, altered his course and came 
upon the steamer leboring through the thick 
smoke which was issuing from the bows. 

The gale, which had been blowing twenty- 
four hours, prevented immediate rescue, al- 
though officers and crew volunteered boat 
service, 

The liner Cambrian, which we had passed 
at daylight, drew up at noon and both vessels 
circled alternately for hours around the St. 
Cuthbert, seeking the advantage of a posi- 


tion where a boat would be protected some- [ 


what against the terrible wind and waves. 
They converted together and with the St. 
Cuthbert, which reported no immediate dan- 
ger. 
Boat Starts to Rescue. 
At 2 in the afternoon the storm abated slow- 
ly and the officers of the Cymric decided to 
lower a boat. It wasmanned by First Officer 


Stivey and a crew of K stalwarts. They 


maneuvered, executing brilliantly, and the 
boat reached the Cuthbert without a mis- 
hap and landed, protected by the copious 


use of oil, 


Nobpdy descended for ten minutes. Then 
a heavy figure was lowered, followed by an- 
other, and then tweive descended the ladder. 
The horror stricken passengers and crew 
then saw the inmates of the returning boat 
blackened with smoke. Two, Capt. Hawke 
and a sailor, were frightfully burned on * 
face and arms. 


Survivors Frightfully Burned. 

These two injured men were heipléessly 
beaten against the ship's sides when they 
were hoisted by a loop under their arms. 
They had many wounds and a hand’s breadth 
of skin fell from Hawkes’ face as it was 
dressed. 

Meanwhile Capt. Finch ordered the boat 
hoisted to secure « better position for a new 
start. 

The sufferers received every care and their 
wounds proved superficial. Nearly every- 
body had the soles of his feet burned, besides 
bruises. 

Later on it was learned that nobody would 
leave the St. Cuthbert until the captain did. 
The latter hesitated, declaring the ship could 
be saved, and enjoining the mate as he left 
not to abandon it. 

Stivey and his volunteer crew insisted on 
completing the task of rescue, though others 
urged that they be given a chance. A blind- 
ing snow storm was now raging and the sea 
still was frightful. 


Fourteen More Are Saved. 

Searchlights were rigged and signal flash 
torches arranged. Fourteen more survivors 
were rescued on the second trip. Then the 
boat crews, leaving lights on the Cuthbert to 
show it was disabled returned and left imme- 
Mately in the blinding snow, but fortunately 
in an abating sea, for those remaining. There 
were anxious moments passed when the St. 
Cuthbert’s lights were invisible. We feared 
a collision or the loss of the position of the 
flashlights and the fog horn repeatedly re- 
stored our mutual knowledge of our and 
their whereabouts. 


Boat Returns, Damaged. 

The boat returned at 6:30, half full of 
water, having been stove m. 

The Cuthbert's officers’ crew had a terrible 
story to relate. 
smoke issued from the ventilators. The 
second officer rushed to the bridge to 
warn the captain and at this instant 
an explosion blew all the forward hatches 
into the air, destroyed half the bridge, and 
set the bridge afire. The poisonous fumes 
of fusel oll drove the helmsman from the 
wheel and he put the vessel about, heading 
it to the wind. Capt Hawke fell to the deck 
frightfully burned and blinded temporarily. 
He immediately ordered the junior officers 
to man the boats. 

The cosmopolitan crew, maddened with 
fear, tugged at the boat without loosing the 
braces, but one smashed in lowering it ana 
all but one or two of the inmates were 
drowned, including the third officer.

Only a small proportion ofthe 
80,000 employés of our company has been 
laid off.”

He heard 
that this meeting had “celebrated "’ the as- 
sassination of King Carlos and Prince Luiz 
of Portugal. 


Wants More Assassinations. 

Here are some of the sentiments expressed 
by KE. McIntosh, according. to a police ser- 
geant’s report to the chief: 

“Who was McKinley? Was he any bet- 
ter than you or I, or the king of Portugal? 
Was he not a king who was put there by a 
certain element to down another weaker 
element? He got just what he deserved, as 
much as the king of Portugal, and some more 
in this country ought to get the same thing 
right now. 

“TI am with the mob. I would like to go 
out right now with the mob behind me and 
kill every policeman on the street and then 
throw their bodies into the lake, like so many 
dead flsh. I could go out now and rob every 
store and kill right and left. 

“JT am hungry. I have more respect for a 
robber than for any one of the unemployed, 
because the robber gets it, while the un- 
employed has not sense enough to get it. 
They have no sense here at all. In Russia 


they are doing it right. They kill policemen | 


every day there, and they rob banks and 
leave their receipts, saying the money will 
be used for the revolution. 

“TI fully sympathize with the queen of 
Portugal and I am sorry she did not meet 
the fate of her despotic husband. My mother 
was a liar when she taught me to be honest 
and not to stealand rob. The preacher was 
a liar when he told me to believe in 
God. They are all liars. The whole of so- 
ciety is a mass of liars.” 


Serious Matter, Says Shippy. 

The chief put back the report on his desk 
for a moment. The desk was full of police 
business, but the anarchist situation in Chi- 
cago, he thought, was more important than 
nearly anything else at that moment. 

“Violent language, this.“ he commented. 
“Do you think it safe or desirable to permit 
meetings where there are such utterances?’ 

Assistant Chief Schuettler, who was pres- 
ent. shook his head. 

„ And.” continued the chief. what are 
we to think of a judge of the Municipa!l court 
who will apparently give encouragement to 
such violent red flag meetings? 

Appended to the police report was a clip- 
ping from the Chicago Daily Socialist, which 
related how Judge Torrison at the East Chi- 
cago avenue Municipal court recently recom- 
mended to Assistant State’s Attorney Elliott 
that a nomsuit be entered in the case of 
Charles Kissling and William Wahl. These 
men were tacking large posters upon trolley 
poles in violation of a city ordinance. The 
posters were red, printed in white Ink in 
German, advertising a meeting to be heid in 
commemoration of Bloody Sunday.

Witness Refuses to Give Name of 
Trusty Who Told of Vic- 
tim's Wounds. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Pontiac, III., Feb. 8.—{Special.]—A mother's

Then, leaning forward and pointing her 
finger hedvenward, Mrs. Hamlin told of her 


‘oath to bring the persons responsible for his 


death to justice. 


Vows to Punish Guilty. 


“No money in Pontiac can ever pay for 
that boy’s life. The persons guilty of tor- 
turing him to death will have to pay for it 
if it takes until judgment day. They shall 
not escape, she said. 

Mrs, Hamlin said she had made this state- 
ment also to Mrs. M. M. M , wife of 
the superintendent of the institution, before 
leaving with the body of her son. 

The investigation being carried on by the 
trustees of the reformatory was resumed this 
affernoon. It is considered likely that it 
will be concluded today. 

Tell us about the time you last saw your 
son at the reformatory here,“ said Trustee 
Fred A. Sterling of Rockford. 

“It was when he was in bed at the hos- 
pital, almost dead, but I did not know it 
then,” said Mrs. Hamlin simply. “ As soon 
as I entered the room he recognized me and 
he spoke to me. ~ 

Hello, mamma, Tm glad you came,’ he 
said to me. Then the doctors told me that 
they would have to perform the operation. 
I consented bécause there was nothing else 
to do I stood just outside the door while 
they were operating—doing that awful cut- 
ting. At last it was over, and I got to talk 
to him again. I didn’t say much until, after 
a long delay, I got to talk to him alone again. 
Then I thought that there was no use of de- 
ceiving him, and I said: ‘ Willie, I don’t think 
that you ever will get well.“ ‘I don't think 
I will, either, mother,“ was all he replied. 
Then he just asked me to pray for him.” 

Continues Story of Torture. 

It was some moments before the mother 
coul@ control her feelings sufficiéntly to pro- 
ceed with the tale. 

“ After I had prayed for him I said: ‘ Now, 
tell mamma all about it.“ He knew what I 
meant and he talked with the pain of it nearly 
killing him, about that horrible place. 

„Mother, I just wanted to get away 
and I sawed a bar of my cella * he began. 
‘The guard discovered it, though, and I was 
taken to the solitary and hung up. It was 
terrible. They kept there, I guess, three 
days and a night. At EL begged the guard 
to take me down for a few minutes. I told 
dim that I just hade be let dowy for a min- 
ute. Well, he let me and went out and 
locked the cell. | 

„% after a few minutes I saw him coming 
back and I knew that I had to go back to 
that terrible torture again, and I just climbed 
up as far as I could in my cell. I was so 
weak from my torture that I could hardly 
hold om to the bar, and I had hung 
for a few minutes I just let go and fell on the 
fioor. I was getting up when the night 
captain, Rogers, kicked and beat me. I was 
half senseless, but they, hung me up again, 
and I didn’t know for a long time. 
When I opened my eyes again I was at the 
dottom of the cell in a pool of water.’ 


Victim Forgives All. 


“Then I asked Willie to forgive all his en- 
emies, as he would not last long.“ continued 
Mre. Hamiin. “ Tes, mother, I will forgive 
them all,’ he said. * Yes, I will forgive that 
night captain who kicked me, but he certain- 
ly was guilty of thiscrime. He has Hed about 
it all along.

I 
asked thig several times, but she never an- 
swered the question.

Mrs. McGuire was with me and Mrs. Mo- 
Guire told him I wanted to know about these 
injuries. He referred me to Dr. Marshall, 
who was taking care of Willie, and the doctor 
said that they were bed sores.” 


Informant’s Name Secret.

Several members of the board insisted that 
the name be given in order that they might 
know everything. Mrs. Hamlin stoutly re- 
fused to give the name, however, declaring 
that she would not subject the boy to any 
of the indignities suffered by her son. 

“I promised that boy that I never would 
mention his name, and I will not do so, no 
matter what happens,” said Mrs. Hamlin. 

“ But you have no right to make such a 
statement as that,” said Bishop Fallows. 
This boy. nor no other boy will be punished 
here for telling the truth. We want to get at 
everything in this case, so as not to make 
any other investigation necessary.“

The foremast melted and crashed 
across the port rail, precipitating a stowaway 
from the crowsnest into the seething flames 
beneath. Nine stowaways were aboard and 
several were cut 6ff from the stern and 
burned to death hejplessly. 

Their cries were faintly heard above the 
howling wind. : 

Carried Inflammable Cargo. 

The cargo was composed of matches, rags, 
fusel oll, paraffin, willow ware, and other in- 
flammables. It was badly stéWed, which 
caused the vessel to list dreadfully, whereby 
the lowering of boats was hazardous and 
the lives were lost. 

Fortunately, the officers believe, the dere- 
lict, wherefrom,smoke is pouring in dense 
volumes, cannot last long. 

The Cuthbert is registered at Liverpool. It 
sailed from Antwerp a fortnight ago, as it 
usually does. It was a stout vessel of 5,000 
tons with a steel hull and mast. 

The crew and stowaways both received 
medical assistance and attention, and, with 
warm food for the first time since Saturday, 
quickly fellfasieep on reaching the Cymric.

Col. Lawler was postmaster of Rockford. 
He wae commissioned postmaster of Rock- 
ford by President Hayes and had held the 
office in every republican administration 
since. He had served as commander of 
Nevins post No. 1 of the Grand Army of the 
Republic continuousty since 1872, a record 
unequaled in the history of that order. He 
was commander of the Illinois department 
of the Grand Army in 1881, and in 1804, at 
Pittsburg, was elected national commander. 

Col. Lawler served in the civil war as pri- 
vate in company E, Nineteenth Illinois regi- 
ment, in which he continued as a member 
throughout the war. His name appears in 
the roll ef honor, established by Gen. Rose- 
crans, of soldiers who had distinguished 
themselves by bravery and soldierly conduct. 
He was colonel of the Third regiment, Ul- 
nois National guard, for six years. Col. 
Lawler was born in Liverpool in 1844.

WANT TO-FINISH FROST LINE 


Receivers Favor Finishing Work; 
Bondholders May Object. 


LATTER TO INSPECT ROAD. 


If They Favor Expending Money Ex- 
tension Will Be Pushed. 


The question of agmpleting the construction 
of A. C. Frost’s Chicago and Milwaukee 
electric railroad as far as Milwaukee will 
not be decided until the views of the bond- 
holders can be learned. This was the out- 
come of a conference of the receivers yester- 
day with Judge Grosscup. 

Receivers Osborne, Haugan, and Hanne re- 
ported to the vtourt the results of their in- 
spection of the line last Saturday. On the 
basis of this superficial examination, which 
wae made under the disadvantage of the 
blustering weather, they expressed the opin- 
lom that the road ought to be completed 
without delay. It was suggested, however, 
that no definite policy de adopted until a 
committee of the bondholders could examine 
the properties and advise the receivers of 
their opinion of the situation. 


Differ About Extension. 

It was arranged that the representatives 
of the bondholders should accompany the 
receivers on another inspection tour the lat- 
ter part of this week. It appears that there 
is considerable difference of opinion con- 
cerning the advisability of proceeding with 
the completion of the line. By some au- 
thorities the receivers have been informed 
that the finished line will command a tre- 
mendously profitable traffic. By others it Is 
argued that the traffic will be so small that 
it will not pay. For this reason the re- 
celvers are proceeding siowly. 


Dawes Resigns Trusteeship. 


In accordance with his petition Charles 
G. Dawes was permitted to resign his trustee- 
ship of the Frost interests that grew out 
of the state court receivership. Judge Gross- 
cup entered an order to this effect after 
Attorney Colin C. H. Fyffe had filed a peti- 
tion to the same purpose on behalf of Ball 
brothers of Muncie, Ind., creditors. The 
court ordered that Mr. Dawes convey to 
Receiver George M. Seward of A. C. Frost 
& Co. his title and rights as such trustee.

Tarent Complains in Vain That 


Fire Drill Exposes Chil- 
dren to Colds. 


Emergency measures will be taken this 
month to relieve the situation created by 
the present scarcity of teachers in the Chi- 
cago public schools. - 

A special examination of candidates for 
teaching positions in the elementary schools 
and kindergartens will be held on Feb. 15. 
This examination, which was announced yes- 
terday, was authorized by the school “rea” 
at its last meeting, and is the second emer- 
gency examination to be held during the cur- 
rent school year. The first was held Nov. 
30 and the successful candidates were placed 
at once in active charge of schdéolroome, 
without waiting to be elected formally by 
the board. 

It is probable thet similar emergency 
measures will be followed tn this case. Since 
the opening of the winter term the number 
of rooms without teachers has ranged from’ 
twenty to seventy, the figure mounting one 
day as high as seventy-three. Some of these 
rooms have been placed in charge of pupils 
who have acted as monitors, and in some 
the exercises have been conducted by the 
school principals, but in many cases it has 
been found necessary to close the rooms for 
the day. 

This examination will be for teachers who 
have had experience in schools outside Chi- 
eago, said Supt. Cooley’s secretary. “It 
will be am emergency examination in the 
sense that it is made necessary by the scar- 
city of teachers, but no special leniency in 
marking the papers will be shown on thet 
account.“

By one of the excellent features of its 
service the loop has made its patrons dis- 
inclined to walk. 

The thousands of passengers who use 
the Illinois Central service south have not 
been indulged in this way. They are 
accustomed to hiking.“ They are land- 
ed at Van Buren street or at Randolph 
street, and they walk across town to their 
offices and places of business, walking 
back to the station at night. So also 
with the users of other steam railroads. 

Blevated road patrons have been in- 
dulged in a luxury. They would object 
strenuously if it were to be taken away 
from them.

Great Water Power in Brasil. 

George A. Chamberlain of Per- 
1 sends a comprehensive description 
of the Paulo Affonso falls and the San Fran- 
cisco river, situated in that part of Brasil. 
The talle are 230 miles from either Pernam- 
bucd, which has a population of 200,000, or 
Bahia, with 230,000 people. The average vol- 
ume of the river is 1,000 cubic meters (one 
eubic meter—85.316 cuble feet) per second, 
and between Jatoba and Piranhas, a distance 
of about sixty-five miles, the fall is 756 feet, 
400 of which takes place in the rapids, extend- 
ing about fifteen miles. This vast undevel- 
oped water power will become in time the 
nucleus of a great industrial circle. A new 
cotton mill is being erected near Penedo, 
and there are a few other small factorics 
using this power, but these little estabiish- 
ments are almost nothing compared to the 
industries which’ the great river should

In 1901 this self-eame individual, whose real 
name is James Roe, and who insists that he 
is the twenty-first lord de Morley, Lord 
Marshal, and Lord Hingham, appeared be- 
fore the court of claims organized by the 
king in connection with his coronation, as- 
serting that as lord de Morley he was en- 
titled to the office of hereditary royal stand- 
ard bearer of Ireland, and to the dignity of 
earl marshal of Iréland. But, of course, his 
demands were turned down quite as prompt- 
ly as by the lord chief justice, with ridicule 
and contempt 


oe 

The pseudo lord de Morley is no stranger to 
Americans visiting England, for he was for 
a time manager of an Anglo-American 
banking company, and was in that way 
brought into contact with touriste from the 
United States, who took his honors for 
granted, and remained in ignorance that they 
had been assumed without any right or war- 
rant. Severaf off his financial enterprises, 
notably the so-called Royal British bank,“ 
received attention of an altogether disagree- 
able character on the part of Henry 
Labouchere in the pages of London Truth. 

The harony of de Morley claimed by James 
Roe dates from Dec. 29, 1290, when William 
de Morley of Morley, in the county of Nor- 
folk, Was summoned to parliament by writ 
as lord de Morley. He had served in the wars 
with Scotland, and had been standard bearer 
to the king. His son, the sécond lord de 
Morley, as admiral of the north, inflicted a 
signal defeat on the French at Sluys, fought 
at the battle of Crecy, and became constable 
of the tower of London. Another lord de 
Morley was one of the forty-five nobles at the 
coronation of Richard III., whose grandniece 
he married. 

Sir Henry Parker, the ninth lord de Mor- 
ley, died in 1556. The pseudo lord de Mor- 
ley, in the pedigree which he concocted, sub- 
mitted to the former attorney general, and on 
which he bases his pretensions, declares that 
he is descended from Sir John Parker, eldest 
son of this ninth lord de Morley. Now, his- 
toric and official records show that on the 
death of the ninth lord de Morley in 1556 he 
was succeeded by his grandson, Henry Par- 
ker, who was summoned as tenth lord de 
Morley to the house of lords by Queen Eliza- 
beth, and who acted as one of the judges of 
Mary, Queen of Scots,

This Henry was the only offspring of the 
ninth: lord de Morley’s eldest son, Henry, 
who, like his only and younger brother, Fran- 
cis, had predeceased his father. There is no 
mention whatsoever of the ninth lord de 
Morley having had a third and older son of 
the name of Sir John Parker, and there are 
no authentic records to prove that he ever 
really existed, all the presumptions being to 
the contrary. Thus, admitting even that 
John Roe could prove his descent from a Sir 
John Parker in the reign of Queen Eliza- 
beth, he would still have to prove that the 
latter wag the eldest son of the ninth lord de 
Morley, which is out of the question. Let me 
add that all the descendants of the tenth lord 
of Morley, who was one of the judges of 
Mary Queen of Scots, became extinct in the 
sixteenth century. 

There is, however, a bona fide earl of Mor- 
ley, whose patronymic is Parker, but whic 
does not claim descent in any way from the 
Parker lords de Morley of the Piantagenet 
and Tudor eras. Whereas, those Parkers 
hailed from Norfolk, the present earl of 
Morley is exceedingly proud of his descent 
from the Parkers who flourished in Devon- 
shire at the close of the sixteenth century. 

One of them received a baronetcy from 
King James I. for his services as lord mayor 
of London, and it is from this haronet that 
is descended the famous Admiral Sir Hyde 
Parker, who destroyed the Dutch fleet at the 
Dogger Bank in 1781, and afterwards sailing 
en board his flagship Cato for Rio, for the 
East Indies, around Cape Horn, vanished 
with his ship and all its crew from human 
ken, as completely as the missing Archduke 
John of Austria, never being heard from 
again.

The earl of Morley’s barony dates from 
1784, and his earldom from 1815, and both he 
and his father, Who was for so many years 
deputy speaker of the house of lords, and 
chairman of all. its committees, were sub- 
jected to no end of annoyance by the pseudo 
“lord de Morley, owing to the confusion 
ereated by! his pretensions. The present 
earl spent some time in this country as Lord 
Borringdon, and nearly lost his life while 
traveling on the Pacific, Returning from Nor- 
folk island to Sydney, the ship on which he 
was voyaging, the Avalon, caught fire, and 
the captain decided to run for Lord Howe 
isiand, which was about a hundred miles off. 
When within a couple of miles of the shore 
all on board were compelled to take to the 
boats, and before they got more than 500 
yards away there was & terrific explosion, 
the ship immediately disappearing beneath 
the waves in a column of fame and smoke.

FINNISH DIET REBUKED * 
BY THE CZAR OF RUSSIA. 
Emperor Nicholas Announces the Dis- 


position of Grand Duchy’s Military 
Funds Is His Own Prerogative. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 3.—The emperor 
today read a sharp rebuke to the Finnish 
diet, which last session passed an appro- 
priation of 20,000,000 marks as the grand 
duchy’s contribution to the military defense 
of the empire, in lieu of recruits, witha rider 
declaring that thie was the final payment 
under the agreement of 1008, abolishing mili- 
tary service in Finland. 

The emperor announces that the dispos!- 
tion of the military funds of the grand duchy 
of Finland is exclusively his prerogative 
and orders the money to be turned over to 
the state-bank without reference to the ac- 
tion of the diet. The decision is regarded as 
the first step in the new campaign against 
Finland. It probably will be followed by: the 
retirement of Governor General Gerhard. 

Recently the Russian forces in Finland 
have been strengthened and a considerable 
force of Cossacks and infantry have been 
gent there ae a precautionary measure. 


THE SHADOW OF A KING. 
[From the New York Sun.] 

LONDON, Jan. 22.—The following is not a 
fanciful sketch but a truthful account of a 
recent conversation between a reigning 
European monarch and an English friend: 

We were alone—the king and I—seated at 
a little round table in the palace, and we 
were talking on any subject that came upper- 
most—the weather, the German emperor, the 
Japanese. He was young~—in kingship, not 
in years—and spoke with the earnestness of 
a prophet. 

Yes, the Japanese had roused Asia out of 
the sleep of ages; they had jostled the elbow 
of the sick man Mahomet and made him 
sit up and rub his eyes and look around at 
the great heritage slipping from his grasp. 
Buddha and Confucius and Mahomet were 
waking once more, and it behooved Chris- 
tian Europe and America to keep watch and 
ward In their citadel, for the time was draw- 
ing near when these forces must meet in 
another Armageddon. 

The German emperor he had known since 
a boy. His admiration for his genius and 
energy was unbounded. Like all great men 
he was misunderstood. No monarch was 
more desirous of peace; none more anxious 
to be on good terms with his neighbors. 
He was glad the emperor went to England. 
His presence would serve to remove some 
of the suspicion and jealousy that embit- 
tered the two great branches of the family 
of Teutons. 

A cloud had swept across the face of the 
king. When he spoke again it was with the 
voice of sadness, and his eyes were Alicd 
with the faraway look of a man who com- 
muned with his own soul in the solitude of 
his chamber. 

“Tt is a great and solemn thing to be a 
king. Time was—even in my father’s day— 
when the king might hold opinions and de- 
clare them for the good of his people. But 
that time is gone, and I may have convictions 
and not dare to make them known. I am 
what is called a constitutional monarch—a 
gnare and a mockery, for though the consti- 
tution may be monarch the monarch may 
not be the constitution. Iam a man, a think- 
ing, rational being, and cannot escape the 
burden of opinions and convictions. But my 
ministers are my conscience, the bondsmen 
of my mind. Their beliefs and their aims 
may be mine and my conscience may be at 
rest and do no wrong to the soul that is 
within me. But ministers come and go, like 
the seasons of sun and snow. Today the sun 
shines and I feel myself a sentient, responsi- 
ble creature. Tomorrow ifs clouded and cold, 
with the north wind of another and an 
alien ministry of men whom my people have 
set over me. Their gods are not my gods; 
their faith is not my faith; their hopes are 
not my hopes; yet I must be silent and 
breathe no word of reproach or warning. 
I am become a man without a soul—without 
a mind—a mirror refiecting a false and dis- 
torted vision. To speak might become a king 
but not a constitutionalmonareh. My peco- 
ple have robbed me of my soul; they have 
said to me in that electoral voice which must 
not be disobeyed: ‘ Behold the men we have 
set over you; these shall be your soul and 
your conscience. Speak them fair or not at 
all.’ and I must suffer all things in silence. 

“This ie why it is a hard thing to be a 
king—to see my people led astray and not 
raise my voice in warning—to be a shepherd 
and not speak when the wolf is in the fold. 
O, it ts indeed a great and solemn thing 
to be a king! 

The voice of the king changed from sad- 
ness to hope and the cloud vanished and 
his face was bright with a new and strange 
radiance. 

“But I have faith in my people. I re- 
member their giorious history—the battles 
they have fought, the victories they have 
won—and I look with hope into the future. 
I can see but a little way, for the path is 
dark; but the sun shines bright overhead 
and will scatter the darkness. My peopie 
will break down the altars of the false gods 
and turn a deaf ear to the false prophets of 
anarchy and socialism, They will turn once 
more to the eternal truth that fs in man.“

Are Called Economic Necessity, but Su- 
per vision Is Needed.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 3.—Public opinion 
has been prompt and efficient in the correc- 
ton of commercial evils when those evils are 
stated specifically. This is one of the con- 
clusions reached by Herbert Knox Smith, 
commissioner ef corporations, and expressed 
in the annual report of the operations of the 
bureau of corporations, made public today. 
Naturally, undes present conditions, the real 
power of public opinion reaches only such 
Caacs as may be specifically stated. 


5 More Power Is Needed. 

Thus,” saye Commissioner Smith, “ the 
experience of the bureau seems to point log- 
ically to the need for an extension of such 
results by the creation of a general adminis- 
trative system of supervision ot interstate 
corporations which shal! give, in substantial- 
ly the same form as is furnished now for a 
few corporations, the essential facts relating 
to all the great interstate corporations. 
There is no need that auch federal supervis- 
ion should derogate from the proper powets 
of the state. 

Corporate combination, as such, appears 
to be not only an economic mécesaity but 
also largely an accomplished fact. It is 
not the existence of industrial power but 
itsmisuse that is the real problem. The gov- 
ernment should direct its attention toward 
preventing unfair methods, and toward keep- 
ing open the opportunities for competition in 
industry.“ 

Work of the Bureau. 

Commissioner Smith points out that the 
chief legal work of the bureau during the 
year consisted m aiding the law officers of 
the government in preparing and prosecuting 
indictments against the oll trust for alleged 
offenses against the Elkins law. 

Commissioner Smith says he is continuing 
the investigations already begun into the 
industries of petroleum, tobacco, and steel. 
The bureau also isp making investigations 
into the operations of the International Har- 
vester company; into the cause of the high 
price of lumber. 

An inquiry also is being conducted into 
water transportation, both coastwise and 
internal. 

337,000 Under Civil Service. 

In its twenty-fourth annual report, made 
public today, the United States civil service 
commission places the number of officers 
and employés of the executive civil service 
on June 30, 1907, at approximately 337,000. 

Of this number, 196,916 were subject to 
examination, an increase of 12.700 as com- 
pared with the number for the previous 
year. 

Of the 140,000 persons not subject to exarm- 
ination 8,147 were presidential appointees, 
6.314 of whom were postmasters of the first, 
second, or third class; 53,345 were fourth, 
class postmasters; 10,000 were clerks at 
postoffices having no free delivery service; 
92 704 were minor employés on the isthmian 
canal work; and 30,000 were mere unskilled 
laborers. 

During the year 136,108 persons were exam- 
ined, of Whom 00,261 pasene and 44,288 were 
appointed. 


SUSPECTED OF CONNECTION 
IN ARSON PLOT; KILLS SELF. 


Cincinnati Insurance Adjuster Commits 
Suicide After Undergoing Rigid Ex- 
amination—Many Arrests Expected. 


Cincinnatl, O., Feb. 3.—[Special. ]}—Suspect- 
ed of having been connected with an alleged 
arson plot to defraud insurance companies, 
A. K. Murray, an adjuster, today committed 
suicide. 

Just previous to the suicide Murray was 
subjected to a grueling examination by State 
Fire Marshal Creamer and his assistants. 
What he told the officials they will not dis- 
close, but Murray went from the quarters of 
the fire marsha! to his own office and cut his 
throat with a razor. 

Two Warrants Are Issued. 

The officers were preparing warrants when 
they were informed of Murray’s death. Two 
of the warrants were for the apprehension of 
Harry Kohn and Louis Levinson, who were 
among the witnesses examined by the au- 
thorities. 

For some days the members of the fire 
marshal’s force have been investigating a 
number of fires of mysterious origin, and 
there were fumors the detectives were about 
to unearth a big conspiracy. 


Details of Alleged Plot. 

The evidence has been kept secret, but it 
is said that a plot was revealed under which, 
it is alleged, the conspirators, some insurance 
men and traveling merchants, would start 
incendiary fires in stores opened for that 
purpose, secure the insurance money, and 
then decamp. 

The extent of the alleged conspiracy is as 
yet not fully known, but it is said that more 
arrests will follow. 


ZION CITY RECEIVER REPORTS. 


Creditable Showing Made of Opera- 
tion of the Various Industries from 
July 27, 1906, to Dec. 31, 1907. 


A report filed in the United States Circuit 
court by John C. Hately, receiver of the 
Zion City industries, shows net earnings 
of $101,159 in the period from July 27, 1906, to 
Dec. 81, 1907. The receiver declares the 
showing is a creditable one, and indicates 
that the industries can be operated upon a 
paying basis.

Railroad President Declares the 
Cases Differ in Important 
Particulars.

In the decision of Judge Windes last Sat- 
urday in the Kellogg-American Telephone 
and Telegraph company, following immed- 
iately upon the filing of briefs by the Union 
Pacific railroad and Railroad Securities com- 
pany, defendants in the IIlinois Central m- 
junction fight, attorneys for the Fish faction 
—_ a valuable judicial precendent in their 

avor. 

The decree ordered the return of 4,400 
shares of stock of the Kellogg company 
purchased by the American company to the 
original stockholders on the ground that the 
sale was illegal. One of the grounds of 
megallty was that it constituted an attempt 
to create a monopoly. 

Counsel for Fish declare the cases of the 
telephone companies and the Illinois Oen- 
tral are almost idefitical and that the lang- 
uage of the decree is a victory for them. 

Another phase of the decision also is 
pointed out as a victory for Fish's conten- 
tions. It is: 

“It has been urged that the American 
company is a foreign corporation, but Nor- 
eign corporations doing business in Lllinots 
are subject to all the rules and regulations 
in operation in ‘the state. 
American company to control the Kellogg 
company would be against the law of the 
state and public policy." 

Counsel for Fish claim that the buying of 


practically all the stock of the Railroad Se- 


curities company, holders of 95,000 shares 
of stock of the TIlHnols Central, was an 
attempt to get control of the road in the 
interests of the Union Pacific and Harriman 
interests and an effort on the part of Har- 
riman to monopolize the railroads of the 
country. 
“O, Not at All,” Says Harahan. 

On the other hand, President Harahan, 
after consulting with counsel yesterday, 18 
sued the following statement: 

Upon investigation it appears that the 
decision of Judge Windes in the American 
Telephone and Telegraph case, decided on 
Saturday last, does not have any bearing 
whatsoever upon the controversy in the IIII- 
nois Central fight. Judge Windes’ decision 
was based upon the ground that the Ameri- 
can Telephone and Telegraph company pur- 
chased the stock in the Kéllogg Switchboard 
company for the purpose of establishing a 
monopoly and suppressing’ competition. 

In the briefs filed by the Harahan-Har- 
riman counsel in the Illinols Central fight 
they insisted that the decision of the Su- 
preme court in the Dunbar case means just 
what Judge Windes says it means—namely: 
that a foreign industrial corporation may not 
purchase the majority of the stock of an 
Illinois industrial gorporation for the pur- 
pose of suppressing competition and estab- 
lishing a monopoly. The Harahan-Harri- 
man counsel concede that such a purpose is 
an illegal purpose. 

No such question is in the Illinois Cen- 
tral fight, which involves simply the point 
whether a railroad company, which has the 
power under its charter to do so, may law- 
fully own and vote the stock of a connecting 
and not competing road. The point is made 
that the ownership by the Union Pacific rall- 
road company of the stock in the IlMnois 

Central railroad company-a connecting car- 
rier—is not only not opposed to the public 
policy of the state of Illinois but isexpressly 
recognized and authorized by the laws and 
siatutes of the state of IHinois.“ aes 


Fast Train to Be Taken Off. 

The fast Mexico City-St. Louis special 
train, the only fast train between St. Louis 
and Mexican cities, will be discontinued after 
the present week.

Mrs. Soloman Says Crisis Is Over, but 
Institution Runs Behind $500 
a Month. 


Mrs. Henry Soloman told members of the 
Englewood Woman's club yesterday that the 
crisis in the Illinois Industrial School for 
Girls in Evanston is over. Throuch the 
courtesy of the institution's creditors and a 
firm which put in a new boiler, she declared, 
the school. which was on the verge of dissolu- 
tion, will survive. 

It probably is bad business for them, 
but our creditors have declared their’ faith 
in us, and I believe the crisis is over, she 
said. Our creditors gave us more time 
and a man kindly offered to replace the burst 
bottler.
